A GRAND VICTORY. 


Republicans Carry State by 30,000. 

The Republicans won a sweep¬ 
ing victory last Monday, carrying 
the State by about 30,000 plurality 
which exceeded the expectations of 
the most enthusiastic. F. M, 
Simpson, chairman of the Repub¬ 
lican State committee, put his es¬ 
timate at 18,000, and claimed that 
anything above that he would con¬ 
sider as a Republican victory. 
Hence the reason for jubilee in all 
Republican circles over a 30,000 
plurality which is only 3,000 less 
than the plurality of 1900, when 
the Democratic party was spilt 
from end to end by the free silver 
craze, whereas to-day they are unit¬ 
ed as they have not been before for 
years. 

Victory came not to every coun¬ 
ty, however, Knox and Androscog¬ 
gin going solid Democratic by 
small pluralities. The four Con¬ 
gressmen are elected by the usual 
majorities, twenty-seven of the 
thirty-one Senators, and about 
three-fourths of the members of 
the House of Representatives. 

The ; Democrats elected one Sen¬ 
ator in Cumberland county, also 
one each in Knox, Lincoln and An¬ 
droscoggin, and also elected sheriff 
in Cum her laud, Hancock and pos¬ 
sibly Oxford counties. No report 
seems to be coming from head¬ 
quarters in Oxford, but from the 
returns which we received over 
the wire Monday night, we con¬ 
cluded that Mela tire had been 
elected over Elliott toy a small 
plurality.

Japan Captured It in 1894, but Was 
r . Forced to Return it to China, 
tl Several letters asking for informs- 
p tion in regard to Port Arthur have 
r. been received by The New York 
e Times. * 

a Correspondents inquire if the place 
3 does not still belong to China, If, 

, should Japan capture it, she would be 
allowed to keep it, why it is called 
* Port Arthur, etc. 

Port Arthur, the ancient seaport of 
Lu-Chung-Cheng, was until the , war 
between Chink and Japan in 1894 in 
3 the undisputed possession of the 
r Chinese. On Nov. 21, 1894, it was cap- 

■ tured by Japanese troops. By the 
> treaty of peace between ChiUa ana 
i Japan, signed at Shimonoseki on April 
’ 17, 1895, it was ceded to Japan with 
, practically the whole of the Llao- 
. Tung Peninsula, including all Islands 

■ appertaining or belonging thereto, 

OWihg to the action Of Russia,' Sup¬ 
ported by France and Germany, Japan 
was compelled to retrocede, under 
Article I. of a convention signed at 
Peking on Nov. 8, 1896, ail the terri¬ 
tory occupied by her in Manchuria, 
and by Dec. 31 of that year the last 
Japanese soldier hid been withdrawn. 

On March 29, 1898, Chins and Rus¬ 
sia signed an agreement at Peking by 
which Port Arthur and Tallen-Wan 
Were leased to RUasia for a term of 
twenty-five years, which period, by 
mutual agreement, might be further 
prolonged, and by which China allow¬ 
ed Russia to build branch railways 
through Manchuria connecting these 
ports With the main Siberian line. 
The Manchurian trouble, with the re¬ 
sulting war between Japan and Rus¬ 
sia, has grown out of the Chinese- 
Russian railway agreements, No 
sooner was Russia in possession of 
Port Arthur than she proceeded to 
make it what would, it was expected, 
be an Impregnable fortress, 

Port Arthur Owes the name by 
Which it is known in Europe and 
America, to the fifct that the first 
White man te visit it Was an English 
naval officer named Arthur,

are nearly "all English built. In~all, 
Japan had twenty vessels specially 
1 constructed for torpedo work at the 
time of the last official return seven 
or eight months ago, and seventeen 
of these were torpedo boat destroyers. 
TWb of these, the Haraeame and the 
Muraame, each of 374 tons displace¬ 
ment, were built at Yokosuka, in 
Japan, in 1902, but the other fifteen 
were all made in Great Britain. The 
first was-the IkaZuchi, constructed by 
Yarrow Poplar, in 1898, and of the 
fourteen others—two In 1898, seven 
in 1899, one in 1900, two in 1901, and 
two in 1902—six were built by the 
YarroW firm and eight by Thorny- 
croft of Chiswick. The tonnage of 
these boats varied from 307 to 373, 
and all were armed alike with one 
twelve-pounder quick-firing gun, five 
smaller quick-firing guns and two tor¬ 
pedo tubes,'—Naval Correspondent 
London Pall Mall Gazette.

It is a significant fact chat the 
attitude of thoughtful Europe to 
ward the United States is now, for 
the first time, perhaps, one of vital 
concern and sympathetic under¬ 
standing. This is, beyond a doubt, 
due chiefly to the personality and 
achievements in statesmanship of 
President Roosevelt. All over the 
Continent, and in Great Britain, 
the writer has heard the plainly 
out spoken opinion that the day 
of the local politician as President 
of the United States has passed, 
and that America has at last 
evolved a man of international 
weight and significance. He is, 
beyond a doubt, the most popular 
President in the eyes of the out¬ 
side world who has ever held office. 
British, French, German, Italian, 
Austrian, and Russian journals 
are quite frank in their expressions 
of esteem for Mr. Roosevelt, not 
only as a statesman, but as a 
writer, thinker, savant, and prac¬ 
tical man of affairs. With the ad¬ 
vent of the United States as a 
world-power, a man of the stamp 
of President Roosevelt became 
necessary, they declare. Euro¬ 
peans regard the President as a 
strong, dignified American. They 
believed in him as soon as his 
first public acts were accomplished. 
In the Kishineff matter, in the 
Panama Canal affair, and now in 
the crisis in the far East, the opin¬ 
ion among-Europeans generally is 
that the present American Presi¬ 
dent, while maintaining a strong, 
patriotic, and intensely American, 
attitude, has nevertheless proved 
a helpful counselor in the family 
of civilized nations. It Would 
seem that, while u ,President McKin¬ 
ley was regarded as a strong, suc¬ 
cessful politician, Mr. Roosevelt is 
looked upon as a j statesman, a

thinker, a strenuous American 


who may cause trouble to Europe, 
but nevertheless/ the dignified 
head of a great nation. He is 
sometimes compared to the Ger¬ 
man Kaiser, but generally regard¬ 
ed as more serious than that mon¬ 
arch. In the words of an English 
statesman: “It ‘took William II. 
ten years to live down the'uneasi¬ 
ness caused by his accession. It 
„ has taken Theodore Roosevelt just 
one year.” His utterances on 
“race suicide” are praised, because 
Europe is also thinking on this 
subject. His books have been 
translated into a number of Euro¬ 
pean languages, and, are read, 
widely. They are a little too ob¬ 
vious, perhaps, in their philosophy, 
Europe thinks, but sound and 
healthy. Europe took Mr. Roose¬ 
velt’s nomination at Chicago for 
granted, and European journals, 
when they comment on it, express, 
in gonera!, -satisfaction.—Review 
of Reviews. 


law is not practicable and that the 
people do not wish the law enforc¬ 
ed they usurp the ocffie of judge 
and sot themselves up as superior 
to the law and the courts. Not 
only this, they cater to the crimi¬ 
nal and law breaking element. 
By so doing they usurp a power 
they have no right to exercise and 
make themselves perjurers of the 
worst class. They have been 
trusted and honored by their 
fellow citizens and paid to do their 
duty according to law. When 
they neglect or refuse to -do so 
they betray their constituents, 
take money they have not earned 
and deliberately break the solemn 
oath they have taken. That we 
have such officials in this State is 
apparent. They may be ready 
enough to enforce some parts of 
the law while others they ignore 
or lay down rules to be observed, 
an'd, as long as these rules are ob¬ 
served, things go along smoothly 
enough. We submit that such an 
official is the greatest criminal to 
be found and deserves the severest 
punishment. If we go on tolerat¬ 
ing such acts the result can only 
be the destruction of all respect 
for law and the putting of unlimit¬ 
ed power in the hands of venal 
and unscrupulous men. If a law 
is wrong and unpopular there is 
uo better or quicker way to secure 
its repeal than to enforce it. For 
an official to attempt to judge 
what is best and proper to enforce 
Is intolerable. 


Loyalty to Law, 

, One of the greatest dangers 
threatening the Institutions of our 
country at the present time is the 
growing tendency to regard the 
non-enforcement of law with tol¬ 
erance, and in some cases even 
with favor. The dangers result¬ 
ing from such a tendency are man¬ 
ifold and if allowed to go now 
without check cannot but result in 
breaking down and ruining ail 
that Is valuable in our system of 
government and lead to anarchy.

“Here they study the ground that is 
to be punctured with minute atten¬ 
tion. They have a pair of instruments 
called palpi—wonderful instruments, 
full of fine ihairs, each hair termin¬ 
ating in a delicate nerve—and with 
these palpi they 'Will sound a piece of 
flesh—a nose or a hand, say—as per¬ 
fectly as a physician will sound a 
patient’s lungs. They can tell pre¬ 
cisely in this way whether or not their 
sting will penetrate without meeting 
any obstruction or coming to any 
harm. 



“The bee, if it seems good to her at 
the end of her examination, turns, 
darts in her sting, and at the same 
time, injects Into the wound a tiny 
drop of a clear, pale green venom. 

“Now, if she has time, she with¬ 
draws her sting, circling around and 
around the wound, screwing out the 
little weapon as a carpenter screws 
.out a bit. But if she has not time, 
if her life is in danger, she fliies away 
at once, leaving behind not only her 
eting, but her poison sac as well. 
Thus maimed, she dies in an hour or 
two. 


SERVICEABLE POKE, 
the head block. This block is cylin¬ 
drical, and has projecions at the ends 
that pivot into the bow. Holes are 
bored in tbe ends of the bow, which 
fit over the projections on the cylin¬ 
der. On the lower side of the 1 head 
several spikes are firmly fixed. They 
point in the opposite direction from 
the stale on the poke, and make it 
uncomfortable for the animal trying 
to do any effective work with the 
poke. The how is held in place upon 
the projections of the head block by 
a strong wire, This is first laid 
across the stale beside the block;

STORIES FROM JAPAN. 

Three Characteristic Bits of the Lit¬ 
tle Brown People.

; or dried fish replaces the meat. 

■ After this midday meal the men 
rest and work indoors about their 

; quarters until 2 o’clock, when once 
1 more they take up their outside exer¬ 
cises, which are continued until 6. 

■ From 6 to 7 he feeds for the last time. 
Wheat bread, for several years now, 
has entere'd into the military diet, 
and replaces rice. From S to 9 o’clock 
Hetai-Sin is free—provided he is not 
of the day’s guard. 

In field work during manoeuvres the 
life of the Japanese soldier is a rough 
one. No quarters. • He sleeps upon 
the ground, in the open air, and eats 
a handful of rice with “cho-you” and 
dried fish. The “cho-you” is a fer¬ 
mented sauce, which constitutes a vio¬ 
lent condiment of the first order. 

The officers live just as the men do, 
and, like them, sleep only under shel¬ 
ter tents. 

Besides this military Instruction, 
the illiterate ones are made to attend ■ 
courses of lectures in writing and in 
calculation, presided over by officers 1 
specially detailed for this service. > 
These lessons are followed by compe- 1 
titive examinations, and in this way 
the hopelessly ignorant are rapidly < 
weeded out. 1 

The arms, clothing, and all parts of ‘ 
the soldier’s equipment are of Japan* ' 
ese workmanship. The rifles, which I 
are said to be wonderfully efficient, 1 
have been made by Arlsaka, and are 
manufactured at Tokio, as are also the 
bayonets, lances, and sabres. The 
steel used is provided by the model 
foundries of Kloushiou, and are from ^ 
native ores. At Osaka a magnificent j 
arsenal ofperated upon the plans of E 
the noted French engineer Bertin are ^ 
made the field guns and other artillery E 
for the service. e 

The cavalry is mounted on native t 
horses, of the breeds of Kawana and ^ 
Kioushlou, the Nambou breed being s 
especially fitted for draught and artil- 
lery purposes. These animals are 
tough, wiry and small feeders. 1 

All of the clothing is of Japanese r 
manufacture. Each soldier has two 
doth uniforms for winter wear, two 
white linen Uniforms for summer, and 
two complete suits of working clothes 
for exercise and rough work. Besides 
these, he is allowed a stiff cap for full 
dress, a soft cap with visor to he worn 
in town, and a round, visorless cap for 
Ordinary working dress. Of military 
accoutrement, besides his gun, he has 
a sword belt, a canteen, a knapsack, 
two cartridge boxes, and a bayonet 
scabbard. The bayonet Is like the 
Mauser short svvord in use in the Gep i 
man Artay.
